THIS 1s Cc CONVENTION MONTH 

For years past, stamp conventions have been held in August. 
August has also been a favorite month for vacations and as a result 
many real stamp enthusiasts have combined their vacation with at- 
tendance at one or more of the stamp society conventions, It has been 

w noted that the meeting places of the National So- 
cieties have often been selected with a view to 
having them not too distant from one another and 
in the same general locality in order to make it 
more easy for those who wish to take in the differ- 
ent meetings. This year the Precancel Stamp So- 
ciety opens the season at Columbus, Ohio on August 
8th and will be in session until the 11th. In the fol- 
lowing week the S, P. A. will meet at Cleveland 
and close on August 18th. During the week of 
August 18th to 24th, the A. P, S. will meet at Chi- 
cago. These three conventions will be covered by 
i a goodly number of collectors who will take in all 

‘ senna of them as a vacation period, Stamp society conven- 
Geo. W. Linn tions are unlike most other conventions. It is not 
necessary that one belong to any of these societies in order to attend 
their conventions and partake of the entertainment that is provided, 
everyone interested in stamps is welcome, but those who are memoers 
of the societies usually get a bit more from their membership than 
comes to those who are not members, Every collector really should 
belong to one of the National Societies. It is to be regretted that we 
have more than one such society, Philately ought to be bound closer 
together with but a single society and with more activity in that single 
society to take care of the pent up enthusiasm of that group who seek 
activity in a society. 

None of the Societies are properly organized to provide for this 
extra activity and that fact is usually the cause for more than one 
society. 

If one of our national societies were properly organized it would 
show much greater growth than ever in the past and would provide 
activity for those who crave it. 

As some food for thought to those who would be interested in 
seeing our hobby organized on an extensive scale, we want to make 
a few suggestions which we believe would result in a much stronger 
and larger national organization if carried out. 

We would start with the town or city club as the base, rather than 
with the National Society, Any group of five or more would be urged 
to organize a club. There are already hundreds of such clubs through- 
out the country and more could be organized. 

The final rules for participation in the activities of the National 
Society could be very much as they are at present for the C hapters, 

After the town or city clubs we could organize the State, drawing 
the lines to each state boundary as a unit. The State organization 
would have a President; Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer and a 
Sales Manager, other officers might be added if there were a need for 
such. The State organization would have direct contact with all the 
clubs within the state and the officers would be elected by the town 
or city clubs, one vote to each club within the state. This form of 
oo would give the small town equal representation with the larger 
cities 

The State groups would hold annual conventions and shows. 
These would in all cases be within reach of practically all members 
within the state whereas National Society Conventions are too far 
away for many people to ever think of attending. 

The President of the State group would be a representative for 
his state in a House of Representatives of the National Soc iety and 
as such would cast the vote for his state in all matters concer ning the 
National Organization. The National Organization could hold at its 

option, National Conventions or exhibitions or both, but on the other 

hand, the business of the organization could be carried on by mail at 
little cost and promptly, instead of waiting till the annual convention 
each year, since the business to be transacted would be directly with 
each state President or Representative of the National organization 

It would readily be possible to set up rules which would permit 
certain matters to be handled by the State Representatives while cther 

matters of a definite nature could be handled through the city clubs 
who would vote their preference and instruct their State Re presen- 
tative who would then cast so many votes for and so many votes 
against any proposal or the voting could be yes or no, based on the 
total result in any state. 

In an organization such as this the Sales Manager for the Na- 
tional body would supply sales department books to the State Sales 
Manager who would circulate them within his state to his city or 
town clubs and then return them directly to the National Office. 

The National body would concern itself mostly with devising 
Ways and means to interest and entertain its membership, There 
could be provided a circulating library of film with illustrated lec- 
tures on stamps, a circulating display or exhibit could be arranged 
and many other things done that would serve the small town groups. 
That is the one thing lacking with National Societies today. If you 
ask any member what the society does for the members he will look 
at you with a blank stare and find it impossible to give you any real 
answer, 

The above is merely a rough outline of what I believe necessary 
to organize Philately in the right manner. The rules etc., could be 
worked out with little difficulty. The main object is to provide action 
and activity for as many collectors as possible for it is action and

It is too bad to spoil the “thrill’ 
of a supposed discovery, but it is 
sad truth that the find of a 25c 
McGreely local, as reported by an 
unsigned article in the Stamp 
News for July 18th was nothing 
at all worth even a tiny stir of ex- 
citement. I have had one of the 
things myself for years, and pre- 
sume many of the older collectors 
could show others, mounted on the 
“curiosity page” of the albums, 
just as in mine. 

The full history of the stamp 
was published years ago in Me- 
keel’s Weekly Stamp News. I do 
not remember the date, and can- 
not look it up as I disposed of my 
file when moving into a smaller 


|home, but if anyone has the file, 


plus patience enough to look over 
the index of each volume in the 
early years of this century, the 
story of that Stamp can be found. 


As I recall it, the issue had a 
speculative taint, issued more to 
produce something collectors could 
be induced to buy than for any 
actual need, a few being used on 
mail pieces in order to give them 
an apparent honorable status, but 
as the mail would have gone 
through just as well anyway, and 
the additional stamp was purely a 
private enterprise for the benefit 
of its promoters the stamp failed 
to ring true, and in spite of var- 
ious attempts to prove the neces- 
~ for its existence, the issue was 

“flopper, and came a cropped” 
re quote one of those old-time 
collectors. 

Later on the holder of the re- 

mainders offered a copy free to 
anyone who would send a self ad- 
dressed envelope for it. That was 
how I obtaineq my copy, and 
probably many others were passed 
out the same way, including orig- 
inally the one now held, and de- 
scribed, by the Stamp News read- 
er. I personally know of quite a 
number of collectors who sent for 
a specimen in that way, just for 
a curiosity, but had failed to no- 
tice that it had finally managed 
to wiggle into the Scott’s Special- 
ized catalogue as a local. The item 
is genuine enough in its own way, 
but I should never deem it to be
